When you see a tiger, you may think of 
beauty. The tiger is one of the most admired 
and yet most feared animals in the world 

In the last 200 years, people have almost 
eliminated the tiger in the wild. He is one of 
me most endangered animals on earth. 

He is a hunter and good at catching large 
prey, as a single hunter. However, food is 
hard for the tiger to come by. He does not 
always catch his prey. 

The old or weak tiger finds food hard to 

get If he is desperate, be might attack 

' humans. Most tigers run away from people. 

Few people are really killed by tigers. 

However, the tiger is often blamed unfairly 

. for many deaths: ; ,; 

Tigers hunt wild pigs, deer, water buffalo 
and other large animals. They are unable to 
run fast for long distances. So, they can 
usually creep within: 20 feet of their prey 
before the attack. He can leap 15 feet into the 
air. '■ .'..,.' ■.-.,''•'• 

The tiger has long razor-sharp claws for 
. grabbing and holding the prey. His powerful 
jaws can kill prey with one quick bite. 

The quickness and strength of a tiger can 
take down an animal twice his size. 

His stripes blend so perfectly with the 
-grass of the dark jungles that his prey can't 
see him until it is too late; By the way, no two 
tigers have the same exact pattern, . 
... The tiger has to hunt day and night to get 
. enough food A full grown, hungry tiger will 
.eat one hundred pounds of meat at one sit- 
ting.* He will bury what is left for another 
meal. He might go weeks without a meal By 
this time, he is ready to hunt any animal 
even if the prey is too dangerous for a tiger. 

The male tiger may [guard ins food, but 



almost always will share with young' cubs, 
even if they aren't his own. 

The female Uger cares for the young. She 
is one of the most loving and caring mothers 
in the animal kingdom: She will even cuddle 
the babies to keep them warm. She will feed 
them, protect them, and teach them for three 
or four years: They have much to learn. 
-She may give birth to two, three or four 
cubs to a litter. They may be born In a cave 
or other protective place and kept there the 
first three months. 






The mother tiger trys not to leave her 
young, not even for a short time; The young 
may be attacked, if unprotected, by a 
leopard, a 'hyena, or a python. There are 
many predators that eat tiger cubs. Perhaps 
this is why there are so many born to ber-so 
that at least one will live. ; 

It's hard for people to tell the male from 
the female tiger. Full-grown tigers are best 
figured by size. The female is smaller. She is 
a foot shorter, and weighs, about a hundred 
pdundsless. '.'. 

; A male is about seven feet long and weighs 
about 420 pounds. The biggest male tiger 
ever measured was a Siberian Tiger. It 
' weighed over 700 pounds ,.
